ELWELL MURDER IS 


NO NEARER, EXCEPT THAT BULLET 
WAS FIRED BY A MAN, NOT WOMAN

WASHINGTON". June in.—Senator Warren G. Harding, the Republican 


nominee for the presidency, is ready to meet President W.lson as the Demo- 
cratic contender for election to the presidency on the league of nations issue, 
or any othor platform that the Democrats may put forth; it was announced at 
the Republican headquarters this morning. 


There was Republican rejoicing over the Democratic position and the fact 


President Wilson's friends here are asserting that Wilson is in the field for a 
third term nomination. 


Tho senator would make no comment on tho Democratic political situation. 


Ho said that ho was proceeding as rapidly as possible to put himself and his 
friends in position for the tight uguinst hi.s political opponents. He did not 
deny a consuming interest in the unfolding in tho Democratic program and 
the contest among t h e Democrats over their nominees. 


Many prominent loaders expressed themselves as not surprisd by the latest 


developments in tho Democutic campaign or the. position taken t>.v; President 
Wilson. They expect him to dictate tho Democratic nomination, and are 
looking forward to his demand lor his own selection. Tho not willing to be 
quoted they said that suHi was the logical conclusion after a careful study of 
the most recent, white house political pronouncement.
